FEMALE DEADLIER Allen Jenkins Nearly Always 


DIRECTOR FINDS 
AFTER FILM BRAWL 


The female is more deadly than 
the male when it comes to a no- 
holds-barred brawl in film scenes, 
according to Noel Smith, direct- 
or of the latest Warner Bros. 
Torchy Blane film, “Torchy Plays 
With Dynamite,’ which opens 
next Friday at the Strand. 

A motion picture director for 
years, Smith is frequently as- 
signed to direct the scenes of 
fisticuffs, violence, mayhem and 
what-not for other directors. 

But Smith’s eyes were opened 
by a new experience recently— 
and in his own picture, too. The 
women in “Torchy Plays With 
Dynamite” showed him it’s no 
light responsibility to say to 
them: “Now, ladies, I want you 
to put some real pep and vicious- 
ness into this little fracas.” 

They forthwith proceeded to 
put so much “pep and vicious- 
ness’—in fact, downright fero- 
city!—into the scene that Smith 
was practically a nervous wreck 
at the end of it. 

The fight takes place in the 
sewing room of a New York 
county jail, women’s division. 
Jane Wyman, playing Torchy 
Blane for the first time, and Shei- 
la Bromley were best known of 
the contestants. There were only 
eighteen others, some of whom 
merely tried to keep out of the 
way. But that wasn’t so easy. 
Stools and drawers from sewing 
machines were flying. Scissors 
were being thrown or used as 
daggers. 

Due to the closeness of this 
action to the camera, it was im- 
possible to use doubles. 

“Besides,” says Smith, “I didn’t 
imagine the girls would put so 
much into it.” 

Jane got a black eye, Sheila 
a fine set of bruises all over, in- 
eluding a big lump on the back 
of her head. Two extra girls were 
struck by flying stools. But luck- 
ily there wasn’t a serious injury 
in the lot. 

“ve directed scenes,” says 
Smith, “where everything was 
used from fists to battle-axes but 
none of them gave me such a 
case of jitters and not until the 
first-aid man made a checkup was 
I able to wipe the sweat from 
my brow and feel at ease.’’ 


Gangster Now A Detective 


Allen Jenkins isn’t surprised 
that he has become Detective Lieu- 
tenant Steve McBride in the 
Torchy Blane series at the War- 
ner Bros. Studio, starting with 
‘“Torchy Plays With Dynamite,’’ 
which opens next Friday at the 
Strand Theatre. 

All his life, Allen aspired to be 
a detective. He’d rather be a real 
detective than play one on the 
screen (if we leave out the salary 
consideration), but failing reality, 
it comforts him to be a realistic 
cinema sleuth. 

It also comforts him no end to 
learn that the new Torchy Blane 
pictures in which he will take part 
make the detective smarter. The 
beautiful and lively newspaper 
woman, played by Jane Wyman, 
no longer solves all his problems 
for him. It’s a collaboration of 
detective effort.

““Nearly always, I was on the 
side of gangsters. But I aim to 
make that McBride character a 
real detective, one folks who follow 
the series will like and admire.

A good gag for the lob- 
by is a blowup of the comments by editors of local 
dailies on their opinions of gal reporters.
